The Indians cannot live on reduced beef ra- 
tions. There are 100,000 cattle grazing not 
far from there.. Rather than starve, they 
will do as we do—take by force what cattle 
are needed to keep them and their families 
from starvation. This will provoke Indian 
hostility which will lead, God knows where. 
The only legal act the military can do is to 
mak(4 them starve peaceably, a most inhu- 
man service. Some department of the gov- 
ermr.eut should assume the responsibility of 
spent ling a few thousand dollars for b*>ef 
rathe r than have an Indian outbreak on a 
large scale. There is no game to subsist on 
in th 3 Indian Territory. Is it really wise on 
the p|art of the government for such a paltry 
sum to plunge the frontier into war with the
